Fact by Judge Taylor. 


A jury a month ‘ago fixed the punishment 
of Wiliam Brewer, for murder, at 9 years 
in the penitentiary. 

When Judge Taylor Saturday morning 
pronounced the sentence he reduced the 
period to 13 years and four months because 
Brewer had committed the murder in the 
heat of passion. 

He fired at a barkeeper at Tenth and 
Market streets and killed William Evans, 
the porter in the saloon. 

Brewer is only 24 years old. At the 
time of the killing, Dec. 5, he had en- 
tered the wineroom of the saloon in 
question in company with a young 
woman, and both resented certain in- 
sinuations made by the bartender. A 
quarrel enstied, and Brewer proved to 
the satisfaction of the jury that at the 
tine he shot the bartender had raised 
a cuspidor and was abeut to hurl it. 
Evans, the porter, stepped between the 
two men in an effort to preserve the 
peace and was shot dead by accident. 


The jury convicted Brewer of second 
degree murder, fixing the puni nt at 
life imprisonment, or 99 years. After 
looking over the evidence with due de- 
liberation, Judge Taylor reduced the 
pendity and passed the lighter sentence, 
which means just 10 years with good 
behavior.’ 


DAUGHTER GIVES NEM 
SCALP TO MOTHER 


Extraordinary Devotion to Her Pa- 
rent Leads Her to Make a 
Great Sacrifice. 


TEMPLE, Tex., March 26.—Some months 
ago Mrs. Kate Leberanz while watching 
the machinery in operation at the ice fac- 
tory here, went too close t6& a rapid.y re- 
volving shaft and the strong current of air 
drew a few loose strands of her hair into 
the machinery. In the twinkling of an eye 
the eutire scalp, hair and all, had been lit- 
erally torn fram her head. 

When the accident occurred an attempt 
was immediately made by the physicians to 
replace the torn scalp in the hope that it 
might knit to the solid fleth and thereby 
save much future suffering and prevent dis- 
figurement. ~This plan failed, however, and 
the tedious process of skin grafting was re- 
sorted to. The patient was removed to the 
King’s Laughters’ Hospital, where she has 
remained ever since while the physicians 
have occupied themselves in making a suc- 
ceézs of the skin-grafting operation. 

The woman's devoted daughter has stayed 
with her mother all through this trying or- 
deal and it has devolved upon her to fur- 
nish the cuticle necessary in the operation. 
Few persons have any ideA of the nature 
of the sacrifice being undergone by this 
young woman and the excrutiating pain 
that is entailed by the removal of the re- 
quired amount of skin. An idea may be 
gained of the terrible ordeal through which 
mother and daughter are passing when it 
is stated that the amounts of cuticle neces- 
sary for the operation represents an area 
double the surface of: the injured woman's 
head, as the skin when stripped from the 
body contracts to half its natural size. 
The skin is not removed in small pieces or 
in thin layers, but a portion is removed 
as thick as an ordinary piece of {[rying 
bacon. 

It has fallen to the daughter's lot to be 
the sacrifice in this instance. and. she sub- 
mits without a murmur of protest, her 
whole ambition being to see her mother 
restored to a semblance of her natura! self, 
the enormity of the sacrifice and the inten- 
sity of the filial devotion displayed appar- 
ently not entering into her thoughts in the 
least. It will be a long time before she 
will be released from her sacrifice, for the 
operation is a tedious one and of extreme 
slowness.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., March 2%.—More 
deer are killed every year in California by 
the mountain lions than by the bullets of 
the hunters. 

Next to the jaguar, the mountain Iton is 
the largest cat In the two Americas. and 
he is the ahampion deer slayer of the 
world. Within 30 or # miles of Los An- 
geles he catches the fleet-footed, graceful 
creatures and waxes fat on the sweet flesh. 
He knows no deer season other than all 
the time. 

Wherever there is good deer country in 
this or any other southwestern state there 
is the best place to look for Mons, and that 
is one of the reasons why the larger herds 
of deer are resties. seldom staying long in 
one locality. There is nothing they feaf 
more than the sight or smell of a mountain 
lion. Not even the sudden appearance of 
a hunter will so quickly drive them from 
a range of hile. 

The lion’s method of huntimg the deer ts 
not unlike that of the big cats of Africa 
rand India in the pursuit of the antelope 
and deer of those countries. Having 
found a spring or pool where the desired 
game goes to water at nightfall, the lion 
selects an overhanging limb or ledge of 
rock, whence one leap will carry him to 
the back or throat of his prey, and there- 
on he lays himself in perfect stillness. In 
the gathering dusk the imperfect eye of 
the deer has little chance against the hid- 


den terror, and the wind, usually his 
faithful ally, can help hffm not at all, for 
the lion is far too old a campaigner not 
to lie up.wind from the spring. 

The deer comes. One’ leap from the 
limb or ledge, and the shanp teeth and 
powerful paws soon break the _ tender 


neck. 
The stories that e@ California lion can 


carry away a deer have abundant proof. 
It was once the fortune of a hunter to 
follow the plain, broad trail of the hea 
pads for half a mile, and then come sud- 
denly on the place where the killer 
stopped to rest. There in plain outline was 
the imprint of the deer’s body, but for 
that whole distance the lion h carried it 
well up and clear of the ground.

Negroes Are in a Frenzy and Agita- 
tors Are Urging Them to Arm 
Themselves and Fight for Their 


Lives and Homes. 


Byecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

KWITT. Ark., March %.—A race war 
that has already resulted in the shooting 
to death of nine negroes, is raging at St. 
Charles, near this place. 

The latest development in it was the kiil- 
ing of five negroes last night. All ‘had 
been arrested in connection with race 
troubles cf the past week. 

They were taken from their guards and 
shot to death. 

The victims were “Jim’’ Smith, “Charley”’ 
Smith, “‘Mac” Baldwin, Abe Bailey and 
Garrett Flood. 

A few days ago a difficulty occurred over 
a trivial matter at St. Charles between a 
white man of the name of Searcy and two 
negroes, Henry .and Watlker Griffin. 

On Monday, the Griffins met Searcy and 
his brother in a store in_8t. Charies and 
the quarrel was renewed. One of the ne- 
groes, without warning, struck both the 
Searcy brothers over the head with a table 
leg, rendering them unconscious and frac- 
turing their skulls. One of them may die. 
Deputy Sheriff James Kirkpatrick attemipt- 
ed to arrest the negroes and he was 
knocked down. 

Many negroes then gathered and defied 
the officers, declaring that “‘no white man 
could arrest them.” ” 

Their demonstrations aroused the fears 
of the citizens of St. Charles and they tele- 
phoned to Dewitt for a posse to protect 
the town. 

P. A. Douglass, deputy sheriff, went out 
with five men Wednesday morning. Con- 
stable L. C. McNeeley went fadrward with 
a posse to capture the Griffins!

The negroes then attempted to draw pis- 
tols, but the posse fired, killing all three 
of them. 

Thursday, 16 men left Dewitt for the 
scene of the trouble. Large crowds gath- 
ered in from Roe, Ethel and Clarendon. 

During the day, while the sheriff's posse 
was searching for the Griffin negroes they 
were fired on by a negro, Aaron Sinton, 
from ambush. Three of the posse were hit, 
but the shot used was small and no seri- 
ous damage resulted. The posse returned 
the fire and Sinton was shot down and 
killed, 

Five other negroes, “Jim Smith.”’ Charlies 
Smith, Mack Baldwin, Abe Bailey and 
Garrett Flood, who were the negroes that 
had defied the officers, were arrested. 

It is reported that the Griffin boys have 
been captured. If so, it probably means 
that they will be killed. Everything at 
St. Charles at this time is quiet, but the

When Mrs. Whitmore was asked for her 
authority for the statement, she said that

printed anything like that unless he knew 
it was true. 

The committee met at the Young Wom- 
en’s Christian Association in Brooklyn. 
Mrs. Warren 8S. Buxton of Springfield, 
Mass., president of the international board 
of Christian associations of the older and 
the younger women, presided. Others who 
attended the meeting were Mrs. William 8. 
Stewart of Philadelphia, first vice-presi- 
dent of the board; Dr. Anna L. Brown of 
Boston, the assistant secretary; Mrs. 
Charles’ N. Judson of Brooklyn, one of 
the trystees; Mrs. R. A. Dorman of Man- 
hattan, the vice-president of the board of 
trustees, and several others.
